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PAIL TO STOP PIRATE RADIO STATIC 
France’s long-running battle of the air-waves has moved into a new 
and more intensive phase following the launch of a summer offensive 
by the government against the country*s pirate stations* 

From Lille in the north to Lyon in the south,the police have been 
in action, luaking early morning raids on premises used for broadcast- 

-ing and seizing equipment* 

But the conflict has taken on comic proportions as one station after 
another has popped up again on the airwaves,often only a few hours 
after a police visit and despite the loss of transmitting equipment* 
As one of the leaders of the "Free Radio” no vement, Fran ce 1 s biggest 


trade union coniederation,the CGT^has been particularly affected by 
the renewed activites of the authorities© 

At the beginning of June,it had no less than 18 "stations of strugg- 
1e n in different parts of the country,several of them in its heart¬ 
land in the north where several stations were set—up originally to 
rally stool workers to oppose government plans to restructure their 
industry• 

But there is no sign of the union backing down under government 
pressure ©The temporary closure of a CGT station in Lille after 
a police raid was swiftly followed by the lainchof an appeal to re¬ 
establish not only it but several new ones in other towns of the 
region as well#One GGT official said recently; "The day that social 
conflicts arc given prominence they deserve,we will cease our 
activities©" He added; "The authorities will not tolerate anyother
